There is reason, to believe, however, 
that intervention by the United States 
would be given the moral support of 
Argentina, Brazil and Chile. 

Administration officials said tonight 
that ithmediate intervention is not 
contemplated, but that the new Mex- 
ican policy is one that may lead to 
ultimate intervention. The President 
hopes that the threat to take a strong 
hand in the settlement of the Mexican 
question will bring the warring fac- 
tions to their senses and cause them 
to reach ah agreement which will 
avert American intervention. If the 
factions could be induced in this way 
to drop their quarrel and unite in the 
formation of a stable government, the 
President would be greatly pleased 
and would,feel that at last he had 
succeeded in saving Mexico from it- 
self. 

It t certain that the President 
and his advisers have no more stom- 


ach for intervention now than a year 
ago, although the administration has 


been encouraged by the behavior of 
the country in the German crisis 
to believe that it would win approval 
for adopting a more aggressive policy. 

The administration would like to 


see Carranza regain Mexico City and 


establish himself tn control of suf- 


cient territory to warrant his recog- 


Villa has lost! his influence with the 
administration. Mr Bryan at one 
time pinned his hopes to Villa, but 
recently he experienced a cooling of 
ardor for the northern general. Za- 
pata is generally regarded as a ban- 
dit and altogether impossible. If 
Carranza cannot establish supremacy 
the administration might be disposed 
to aid the cause of a new man like 
Iturbide, who has been in Washington 
recently conferring with the State 
Department officials. . 

The political steersmen of the Dem- 
ocratic party are delighted with the 
forthcoming change in the Mexican 
policy. They have believed for some 
time that it would be necessary for 
the administration to adopt a stronger 
policy in regard to Mexico if it were 
to disarm Republican criticism and 
forestali;the raising of a dangerous 
issue in“the Presidential campaign 
next year. Unless Mexico is pacified 


before the election the Republicans ¢ 


will condemn the Wilson policy ag an 
utter failure and are likely to demand 
intervention. The Democratic leaders 
believe that now is the opportune 
time to avert the’ political dangers of 
the administration by the inaugura- 
tion of a policy which will result either 
in the pacification of Mexico or inter- 
vention—the very step many Repub- 
licans have been ‘urging.

Tuna packers fear 
the closine of the waters around the 
island ma. handicap the packing in- 
dustry at times when bait cannot be 
secured elsewhere. The tuna-packing 
industry has become one of the moat 
important in Southern California, the 
value of the annual pack running 
from $3,000,000 to $4,000,000. 

The closing of these waters to the 
fishermen who supply the market with 
fresh fish is also a serious handicap 
to their business and will reduce the 
value of the annual catch marketed 
here considerably The bill had the 
recommendation of the Fish and 
Game Commission.

azine says “they confine themesives ‘to a | 


hundred products and buy most of their 
intermediate products in Germany. They 
are chiefly assembling plants. Since the 
war began they have shown no special am- 
bition to branch out, Germany makes 1200 
dye products and prior to the war sold us 
the larger part of our coal-tar dyes.” 

We have not made aniline dyes because 
it has been easier to buy them. The Ger- 
man goverfiment has subsidized its dye 
manufacturers. The German dye plants 
are capitalized at $460,000,000, and prior to 
the war were prepared, in case American 
manufacturers entered upon extensive 
making of aniline dyes, to dump German 
dyes on us at prices lower than American 
manufacturers could make the goods. | 

Russia and England are both subsidizing 
The 
only way we can prevent foreign monop- 
olies from coming here and gelling their 
products under cost just to freeze out our 
own manufacturers, is to readjust our tariff 


om dyestuffs to a protective basis. It is 
stated by Mr. Wooley that “at Philadelphia 
for three Ts a company has been mak- 


ing aniline, but has lost money hearily 
every year in the attempt to compete with 
Germany.” 

Dyestvffs, carbolic acid, benzol and other 
by-products of coke ovens and gas are not 
the only articles for which we are de- 
pendent on Europe. We depend on other 
eountries for ferro+fanganese, although 
there are vast undeveloped deposits of 
manganese ore within our own borders. If 
Spain should get into the war we would 
lose the pyrites from which we produce 
sulphuric acid. ‘ | 

We have depended upon Germany, and, 
since the war, upon Spain for potash salts 
from. which we manufacture both fertilizers 
and ¢yanide for reducing ores. Yet our 
kelp beds are filled with potash, there are 
vast deposits of it In California and Ne- 
vada, and the suzgar-beet waste could be 
made to yield it.

VALUATION OF THE RAILROADS.

HE Interstate Commerce Commission, 
having completed the valaation of 
some small selected railroad com- 
panies of the United States as authorized 
by Congress in 1913, has called a confer 
énce of representatives of the State Rail- 
road Commissions and of the railroad com- 
panies to meet in Washington the 27th .of 
May to discuss critically the methods that 
have been followed in the valuations made, 
It is expected that this conference may 
lead to the adoption of the methods that 
are to be followed throughout the work of 
valuing all the railroads of the country 
and other interstate carriers. Inasmuch as 


‘the success of this work will depend upon. 


the adoption of scientifie dnd practical 


q a the conference In Washington 


be of much importance. The work 
will probably be completed about five years 
hence, at a total cost of not less than 
twenty and possibly thirty million dollars. 


commission to value the property of inter- 
state electric railway, telephone and tele- 
graph, pipe line, express and sleeping-car 
companies. The valuation of property be- 
longing to other than railroad companies 
will probably not be completed within less 
than ten years, and it is thought that the 
total expense of this work of Valuation. 
may reach fifty million dollars. 

This large expense is being incurred by 
the public in order to make more effective 


-the government regulation of raflroads and 


other carriers subject to the Federal and 
State commissions. The primary purpose 
of the valuation of a railroad, or any other 
public service company, is to secure a 
standard by which to measure the reason- 
ableness of charges. Railroad and other 
companies subject to government regula- 
tion are entitled to ‘a reasonable return 
upon a fair value of the property used and 
useful in the performance of the services 
rendered, and the first purpose of the valua- 
tion is fo ascertain this fair values 
‘Another reason why Congress provided. 
for the valuation of carriers subject to the 
Interstate Commerce Commission was to 
prepare the way for the intelligent regula- 
tion, in the future, of the issue of stocks 
and bonds. When the Mann-Eikins Act 
was passed in 1910 increasing the scope of 
the Interstate Commerce Act and the pow- 
ers of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, President Taft endeavored to secure 
the’ enactment. of a law giving the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission the power ta 
pass upon proposed issves of capital by 
the companies subject to its, jurisdiction. 
President Taft failed in this effort, not. only 
because of the opposition of the carriers, 
but also becnuse it was realized that 
government should know the value of the 
railroads and other catriers before it began 
to regulate stock and bond issues. In pass- 
ing the act of March- for 
the valuation of railroads, it was clearly 
in the mind of that the enact- 
ment of a law for the regulation of cap- 
italization would logically follow at the 
proper time. A 
Another purpose that will be by 
détermining the value of the property of 
the carriers subjett to the Interstate Com- 
merce Act, ang one that is not so definitely 
realized, is that the Interstate Commerce 


‘Commission will be able more intelligently 


to regulate the services performed by the 
carriers subject to the commilssion’s ¢on- 
trol. The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion has developed into an administrative 
body with power not only over rates bat 
also over the services and practices of 
interstate carriers. Service regulation be- 
comes more comprehensive year by year, 
and without doubt the detailed knowlédge 
which the commission will have of the 
properties of all the carriers, subject to its 
jurisdiction, will be reflected in the service 
regulations imposed upon the ta 

The act of 1913 provides that the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission in valuing in- 
terstate carriers shall apportion among the 
several States the value of the property 
of interstate carriers. The States will, 
without doubt, use this information tn de- 
ciding rate questions, In passing upon cap- 
italization, and in deciding what service 
requirements shall be imposed upon intra- 
state carriers. The Interstate Commerce 
Commission’s valuation of railroads and 
other carriers may also influence the as- 
sessment of the property of such carriers 
for purposes of:taxation by the States. 

The valuation of railroads promises to 
change fundamentally the standard ap- 
plied in regulating charges. Up to the pres- 
ent time, railroad rates have been based 
only partially upon the cost of the service, 
The failroad companies veually initiate 
rates and fares, and they fix their c 
more with reference to what shippers and 
travelers can reasonably afford to pay, than 
with reference to the cost to the carriers 
of performing the service; and commis- 
sions and courts have been disposed to 
recognize “value of service” as one of the 
possible reasonable and equitable bases of 
railroad, charges. Costs of service, when 
knowh, have influenced courts and com- 
missions, alfhovgh they have seldom in 
the case of railroad rates been the de- 
termining factor. Recently, the tendency 
has been to place more emphasis upon cost 
factors in the regulation of railroad 
charges.

. SIDE LINES TABOO, 
BOARD OF WORKS’ ACTION. 
Formal action was taken by the 
Beard of Public Works yesterday on 


a “resolution presented by Commis- 
sioner Osborne, which requires city 
employees to give: their whole time to 
their work. The reasons for the ac- 
anes are set forth by the board as fol- 
ows: 

It is presumed that the city of Los 
Angeles obtains the full sérvices of 
the employee in the line of his work 
unless reservations have been made 
in his original appointment, and that 
during the hours that he is not active- 
ly at work, he is using his time in 
necessary recreation and rest so that 
he may be fitted for his work on the 
following day. 

In accepting outside . employment 
and compensation therefor, from con- 
tractors and others, he may, con- 
sciously or unconsciously, be influ- 
enced in his official conduct in ques- 


Even in cases where ts physical 
part of outside work is done entirely 
without office hours, the attention. df 
the city employee, in cases where his 
outside employment involves prob- 
lems or questions for decision, must 
necessarily be diverted from his pron- 
er work, to the detriment of the city’s 
interests. 

There are so many good and.com- 
petent men employed on part time, 
or entirely unemployed; that it is not 
right that men with full city employ- 
ment should limit the opportunities of 
the less fortupate by absorbing such 
outside employment. 


GAS RATE PROTESTS. 
COMPANIES FILE OBJECTIONS. |
